Defends His Conciliatory Policy.

Crispi Remains Calm. 


Crispi gazed calmly upon the shouting, 
cheering Deputies, as if such a demonstra- 
tion was quite an ordinary occurrence, and, 
when he was again able to make himself 
heard, he added: 

‘The Ministers will remain at their posts 
until their successors are appointed.”’ 

More cheers and shouts of disapproval fol- 
lowed this statement, after which the Pres- 
ident of the Chamber asked-that the House 
adjourn until the crown decided ppon the 
successors of the Ministers who had just 
announced their resignations. 

The Leftists raised a storm of protest 
against the proposition, saying that the gov- 
ernment should be impeached, that the pub- 
lic were entitled to know who was responsi- 
ble for the disaster in Abyssinia, and that 
there was no excuse for not making public 
promptly all the facts in the possession of 
the Ministers. But when the protest of the 
Leftists had been exhausted the House,ad- 
journed, pending the appointrivnt of a new 
Cabinet. 

Calling Out Army Reserves. 

The disturbance caused by the news of 
the great disaster and the consequent dis- 
play of indignation against the government 
has been greatly increased by the calling 
out of the army’ reserves of the class of 
1872, which calls 80,000 additional men into— 
active service. The great majority of these 
reserves are married men, whose families 
will thus be deprived of their chief or only 
support for an indefinite period. 

Thus, at Milan and other places serious 
rioting has occurred when the reserves 
were preparing to obey orders, and in many 
cases they have been prevented by force, 
women and children leading the agitation, 
from leaving their towns. Railroad cars 
have been demolished, rails torn up, and 
telegraph wires cut, and the police have 
been beaten and stoned into helpnessness. 
The soldiery have been attacked, the bay- 
onets have been freely used, and men and 
women, frenzied with wrath, have thrown 
themselves on the naked steel of the 
troops. 

Large numbers of arrests have been 
made, the troops everywhere are either con- 
fined to barracks or occupying the strects, 
and night has been turned into day by 
torchlight processions, indignation meet- 
ings, riotous demonstrations in public 
squares and in front of many of the gov- 
ernment buildings. 

This is a summary of what has occurred, 
in a greater or lesser degree, at Milan, 
Florence, Turin, Como, Terrera,- Belluno, 
Lodi, Verona, Parma, Bergarmo, Naples, 
Brescia, Venice, Hassara, Palermo, Cre- 
mon, Catania, and almost any other town 
mentionable. 


Rioting Is Widespread. 


The agitation-.has spread to the country 
districts, and from all sides come accounts 
of rioting and indignant protest, of bitter 
denunciation, and loud cries for vengeance 
upon those who have: been responsible for 
the terrible reverse to the Italian arms. 

It appears from the latest accounts a ma-

OPPOSE HIGHER TAXES IN IRELAND. 


John Redmond Declares the People 
‘Have Been Taxed Enough. 

London, March 5.—Prior to the opening of 
the debate on the navy estimates in the 
House of Commons today Mr. John Red- 
mond, Parnellite, declared in view of the 
manner in which Ireland was overtaxed he 
would oppose every vote of increase and in- 
sist in each case upon a division. 

Sir Charles Dilke thought the naval pro- 
gram was inadequate. The navy, he insisted, 
ought to be superior to any combination, as 
it was doubtful if a hand would be raised by 
any other nation to save Great Britain if she 
were engaged in a death struggle. 

The Secretary of State for the Colonies, Mr. 
Joseph Chambezlain, in the House of Com- 
mons today, replying to an inquiry on the 
subject, said that the surrender of the Johan- 
nesburg revolters showed that the former 
were not told that the lives of Dr. Jameson’s 
followers dépended upon the town’s sur- 
render. The C mandant, he added, had 
cxceeded his orders if he agreed that the 
safety of Dr. Jameson's men was a condition 
of their surrender. 


The First Lord of the Treasury, Mr. A. J. - 


Balfour, answering a question in the House 


of Commons on behalf of the government. 


Said he did not believe that anything could 
be gained by Great Britain taking the in- 
itiative in proposing a monetary conference. 

Mr. Balfour said he believed that Great 
Britain's navy in 1899 would be ina position 
to contend on satisfactory ‘terms with the 
fleets of any two countries. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt, the Liberal 
leader, said that the present moment was an 
inopportune one in which to ask the govern- 
ment to divulge the conditions of Great 
Britain’s relations with Europe and America, 
requiring this vast armament, and the House 
was bound to accept assurance of the gov- 
ernment that grave circumstances necessi- 
tated the increased expenditures.

BEHEAD MEMBERS OF OLD CABINET. 


Russians Abet a Coup d’Etat by the 
King of Coren. 

San Francisco, Cal., March 5.—The‘steamer 
Chila arrived today from Yokohama, bring- 
ing news of another coup d'état on an ex- 
tensive scale at Seoul, Corea. 

On Feb. 10 a detachment of Russian ma- 
rines numbering 127 arrived from Seoul for 
Jinsen. The Corean King and the Crown 
Prince went into the Russian Legation and 
formed a new government, dismissing all 
former Cabinet officers. 

Premier Kim Hong Tsuh and seven other 
Cabinet Ministers known as pro-Japanese 
statesmen wert beheaded afd their bodies 
dragged around the streets. A decree, said 
to have been signed by the King at the Rus- 
sian Legation, ordered the heads of five of 
the murdered Ministers to be fixed on poles 
and exposed. All telegraph wires from Seoul 
were then cut and only meager news was 
obtainable. ‘ 

On receipt of the. news American, British, 
and French men-of-war in Jinsen landed 
detachments of marines, who immediately 
left for Seoul. The King ts said to have 
been induced to his action through a desire 
to avenge the murder of the Queen last 
October. All the members of the new min- 
istry are said to be connected with the Min 
family, of which the murdered Queen was a 
member. 

The Tokio papers .ttribute the King’s ac- 
tions to the influence of the Russian Min- 
ister. The Russian Embassy, where the 
King continues to.reside, is guarded by 200 
Russian marines. 


TO MODERNIZE RAILWAY SYSTEM. 
Federal District Company at City of 
Mexico Sold for 87,750,000, 

City of Mexico, March 5,—A contract was 
signed today for the sale of rhe street rall- 
way system belonging to the Federal Dis- 
trict company, the price paid being $7,750,- 
000, of which $100,000 cash was paid on sign- 
ing of contracts, $825,000 cash in May and 
the same amount in the month of July, and 
the remaining $6,000,000 to remain as a 
mortgage at 6 per cent.

APPROVE OF COLONIAL FEDERATION 


Result of the Meeting of the Austral- 
ian Premiers. 

Sydney, N. 8. W., March 5.—The confer- 
ence of Australian Premiers has been con- 
cluded. They adopted resolutions record- 
ing the urgency of the need for colonial 
federation, which was declared essential to 
any complete scheme of Australian defense. 

Resolutions were also adopted advocating 
an amendment in the direction of uniformity 
of military laws for the colonies and for the 
establishment of a cordite factory in Aus- 
tralia. 

It was also resolved to be desirable to ex- 


tend without delay the provisions of the 
Chinese restriction acts to all colored races. 


ARRIVAL OF THE ALERT AT CORINTO 


Interests of the United States in Nica- 
ragua to Be Protected. 
Managua, Nicagagua, March 5.—The 
United States man-of-war Alert arrived at 
Corinto today, and will protect American 

interests here. 

The troops which Honduras has supplied 
to President Zelaya will join the govern- 
ment forces in a few days, when another on- 
slaught on the Leon rebels is expected. 

Preparations are now in progress for a big 
battle,near La Paz, and President Zelaya 
is confident of final success in crushing the 
rebellion.

BITTER ATTACK ON PRESIDENT’S 
MISSIONARY SPEECH, 


Cengressman Hartrhan of Montana 
"Vents His Wrath at the Insinaa- 
tions Against Frontier Towns in 
the Far West Mad®@ by Cleveland in 
His New York Speech—Amares the 
House by His Abrupt and Vitriolic 


Attack. 

Washington, D. C., March 5.—[Special.]— 
The resentment excited by the President's 
New York speech among the Western mem- 
bers of Congress resulied in a sensational 
attack by Representative Hartman of Mon- 
tana, who, in spite of all interruptions by a 
series of clever parliamentary maneuvers, 
succeeded in getting before the House and 
into the record a.vitriolic attack on the Pres- 
ident of a character which has seldom been 
equaled in the American Congress. 

Hartman’s speech proceeded for some time 
in dead silence. Most of the Democrats 
were apparéntly in sympathy with the at- 
tack on the President, and the warm friends 
of Mr. Cleveland were for awhile too dazed 
to interfere. When they did attempt to 
interrupt they succeeded in accomplishing 
little, for Hartman galloped through 
speech with the speed of a Montana blizzard 
and each interruption only added to his 
vehemence. 

He weakened the force of his remarks 
materially by dragging in the financial ques- 
tion, although that was to be expected, for 
few Representatives from the far West are 
now able to make a speech on any subject 
whatever without introducing silver at some 
stage of the proceedings. 

Extracts from the Speech Read. 

Mr. Hartman sent to the clerk’s desk and 
had read the following extracts from Mr. 
Cleveland’s address: 

‘“The toleration of evils and indifference 
to Christianizing and elevating agencies in 
the new States of the West, if unchecked, 
develops into badly regulated municipali- 
ties, corrupt and unsafe Territories, and un- 


desirable States.’’ 

‘Whatever my individual opinion of the 
President,”’ said Mr. Hartman, * matters 
not. It would not be proper for me to state 
it here. For the high office of President of 
the United States I have a supreme regard. 
The legitimate functions of that office are 
limited to those enumerated in our Consti- 
tution. Under the Constitution and laws I 
deny the right of the Chief Executive to 
willfully and wantonly, in public address or 
otherwise, insult any of the citizens or any 
State of the republic over whom he has been 
called to preside. I deny the constitutional 
authority of the President to give utterance 
in public address to sentiments favorable 
or adverse to proposed legislation pending 
in either House of Congress. 

“When the President made the foregoing 
remarks he knew there were pending in 
Congress bills for the xdmission of certain 
Territories into the Union of States. He had 
been advised that a majority of the citizens 
of those Territories were antagonistic to his 
peculiar financial and economic views, and 
under the cloak of a supposed religious ad- 
dress, before a religious organization, and 
with gross impropriety, and for.the purposes 
of preventing the achievement of the rights 
of Statehood to which they aspire and are en- 
titled, he gave utterance as Chief Executive 
to this unfounded slander against those citi- 
zens and States of the Republic, whose in- 
terests he is sworn to protect and uphold.”’ 

Attempt to Head Of Hartman. 

Mr. Powers [Rep., Vt.] jumped to his feet 
and called Mr. Hartman to order. 

“If there is nobody on this floor,”’ said he, 
addressing the. Democratic side, “‘ who is 
related to the President by ties of affinity 
or conganguinity, social or political——” 

‘State’ your point,” demanded Mr. Hart- 
man, interrupting him. 

“The point of order, Mr. Chairman,” con- 
tinued Mr. Powers, “‘is that it is not per- 
missible here to reflect @pon a codérdinate 
branch of the government.” 

‘I am not reflecting upon the Presiden 
said Mr. Hartman, ‘I am reflecting upon 
the sentiments which the President utters, 
and I have a right to do so.”

It is true none of our cit- 
izens has possessed that particular style 
of patriotism which would enable him to 
save by thrift and strict economy five times 
as much as his entire income amounts 
to, and it is also true that the patriotism of 
these corrupt and unsafe Territories and un- 
desirable States has nevér yet been able to 
rise to that lofty plane of supreme wisdom 
and virtue.” 

At this point Mr. Hartman’s five minutes 
expired, ana Mr. Grosvenor [Rep., O.]| under- 
took to help him out by the parliamentary 
expedient of securing recognition and yield- 
ing his time back to-Mr. Hartman. 

‘J think,”’ said Mr. Grosvenor, ‘‘ that my 
friend from Montana overlooked one very 
important fact. When we get on our feet 
ina deepr ious frame of mind [laughter], 
and it is a new field; when we are plowing 
in virgin soil, as it were——’’ [Laughter.|] 

“J raise the point of order that the gen- 
tleman is out of order,”’ broke in Mr. Sulzer, 
‘* because the other day he (Grosvenor) said 
on this floor that he had no religion.

BAD FEATURE OF COPYRIGHT BILL. 


Attempt to Re-enact a Measure That 


Caused Blackmail of Newspapers. 

Washington, D. C., March 5.—{Special. |— 
There is now being considered before the 
House Committee on Patents a bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Treloar of Missouri to provide 
for the creation of the office of Commission- 
er of Copyrights and also to revise the copy- 
right law. Zhe measure has been antag-

to reénact a particular feature of the last 
copyright law, which was made use of ex- 
tensively for blackmailing purposes. , 

Under the old law any person publishing 
whether intentionally or not a reproduction 
of a copyrighted picture was made subject 
to pay a penalty of $1 for each copy so print- 
ed. This law was intended to apply to the 
reproduction of engraYings and real works 
of art, and in those cases the penalty was 
not excessive. 

The courts held, however, that under the 
terms of the law a newspaper which printed 
without permissivun a copyrighted picture 
would have to pay the penalty to the owner 
of the copyright of $1 for each copy so 
printed, the amount to be recovered therefor 
being measured by the circulation of the 


er. 

sretiopetitem journals with long lists of 
subscribers were in several cases sued for 
hundreds and thousands of dollars for an 
infringement of copyright on a picture worth 
a dollar or two. 

The law was used for blackmailing pur- 
poses to such an extent that the newspapers 
of the United States rose up in arms, and 
just at the end of the last session of Con- 
gress the law was wisely amended 80 as to 
put a reasonable limit on the amount which 


(could be recovered. 
) Some one has evidently imposed on Mr. 
‘Preloar, and Sec. 27 of the bill introduced by 
him is a virtual re@énactment of the obnox- 
ious law which was repealed at the last ses- 
sion. To pass the Treloar bill as it now 
stands would subject the newspapers of the 
entire country to unlimited blackmailing 
once again. There are other features of the 
Treloar bill which are objectionable, and

NEW POSTAL RECEIVING STATION, 
To Be Located in Rand-McNally Build- 
‘ing While New Structure Goes Up. 

Washington, D. C., March 5.—[Special.]— 
‘* While at the Postoffice Department to- 
day,” said Postmaster Hesing, ‘‘ arrange- 
ments were perfected by which one addi- 
tional postal receiving station will be estab- 
lished in the Rand-McNally Building at Chi- 
cago. This is to be done with a view to ac- 
commodating patrons of the Chicago Post- 
office after the main office has been removed 
to the Lake-Front, half a mile distant. 

“There will be seven persons at this 
branch office, including the clerk in charge, 
and money orders and stamps can be ob- 
tained, and mail also will be received and 
forwarded. This scheme will go into effect 
as soon as the necessary papers can be 
drawn up between the owners of the build- 
ing and the government, and it will not re- 
quire more than a month at the outside to 
accomplish this. 

‘** Another change which met the approval 
of the authorities and will go into effect 
March 15 is an increase of the carrier force 
at Station C, where thirty-five men are now 
employed. There will be twenty-six addi- 
tional carriers sent to this station from the 
main oftice, which will make it the -fifth 
largest branch stationin Chicago. This sta- 
tion is on West Madison street, near Center 
avenue, and an immense volume of business 
is daily transacted there.”’ 


TO GIVE BOARDS OF TRADE HEARING 
Arguments to Be Submitted Against 
the Anti-Option Bill. 
Washington, D. C., March 5.—|Special.]— 
Represéntatives of the Boards of Trade of 
Chicago, Milwaukee, and St. Louis will ap- 
pear before the House,Committee on Agri- 
culture on Monday, when arguments will be 
submitted against the adoption of the anti- 
option bill now pending before the commit- 

tee. 

Early in the present session Representative 
Bankhead introduced an anti-option bill 
which is almost identical with a similar 
measure fathered by Farmer Hatch in the 
last Hliouse. Thus far there has only been 
one hearing in regard to the bill, but it is 
generally understood it will never leave the 
Committee on Agriculture, but will be pig- 
eon-holed and slumber undisturbed until the 
close of the Fifty-fourth Congress. | 

Chairman Wadsworth is against the prop- 
osition, and the same is true of the two IIli- 
nois members of the committee, Messrs. 
Murphy and Warner, and there are others 
who do not think Congress ought to take 
any action on this subject and will vote to let 
the matter rest in the committee-room., 

At the same time there is no objection to 
hearing the arguments of the various Boards 
of Trade, despite the fact that the minds of 
the committeemen are already made up as to 
what the verdict should be. 


RESTRICT UNITED STATES COURTS. 
Bill Affecting Contempt Cases Inspired 
by Labor Leaders. 
Washington, D. C., March 5.—Congress- 
man Phillips of Pennsylvania introduced to- 
day, at the request of the Exequtive Council 
of the American Federation of Labor, a bill 
to restrict the jurisdiction of United States 
Courts in proceedings for contempt. It pro- 
vides: ' 
“ That the Courts of the United States, sit- 
ting as courts of equity, shall not have juris- 
diction to punish for contempt any person 
charged with the violation of any order or 
decree of court whose acts in the premises 
constitute, arise out of, or are connected 
with the commission of any offense indicta- 
ble under the law of the United States, or of 
the State in which the offensive act is com- 
mitted, but in every such case the offense 
against the court shall be deemed merged 
in the greater offense against the State or 

the United States.’’ 

The bill does nat apply to United States 
Courts sitting as courts of law, as distin- 
guished from courts of equity, and only ap- 
plies in the latter case in two instances, 
where the contempt charged is the viojation 
of an order or decree of court, or where 
it makes the offender a principal in or ac- 
cessory to a crime. 


TO BAR OUT NEW TERRITORIES. 
Bill to Prevent Statehood if They Lie 
Out of the Thirtieth Parallel. 
Washington, D. C., March 5.—Mr. Fenton 
of Ohio introduced today a joint resolution 
for an amendment to the Constitution pro- 
viding that no addition shgll ever be made 
to the number of States of the Union from 
any territory which may hereafter be ac- 
quired by the government if such territory 
lies out of the parallel of 30° north latitude. 
in the event of the acquisition by the United - 
States of any territory so situated Con- 
gress is to forever exercise exclusive legis- 

lation in all cases whatsoever over it.

MYSTERY OF A DOMINIE 


BE WILDERING QUEST FOR THE REV. 
Cc. B. GILLETTE OF HARVEY. 


’ 


Disappears from Home on Wednesday 
—His Family, Neighbors, and the 
Police Driven Half Wild by Con- 
fiicting Rumors, Which Locate Him 
in Society, Hospital, and Jail Con- 
temporaneously in Half a Dozen 
Widely Separated Pliaces. 

The Rev. Clark B. Gillette of Harvey isa 
man of multiple personalities, or many per- 
sons in Chicago, Harvey, Blue Island, Mor- 
gan Park, Kensington, Riverdale, and Hyde 
Park have, since Wednesday night, been 
victims of the most extraordinary hallucina- 
tions. 

The Rev. Mr. Gillette is a Presbyterian 
minister without a charge. He is also inter- 
ested in curing children of stammering, and 
runs a school for that purpose at No. 2t42 
Wentworth avenue. For some time he has 
been troubled with an affection of the eye, 
which, Mrs. Gillette says, was being treated 
by Dr. Edward L. Holmes, President of 
RuSh Medical College. 

Wearing slippers and only a Iight house 
coat, Mr. Gillette stepped out of his home 
at Harvey on Wednesday evening. His wife 
thought nothing of his actions until after he 
had been absent an hour. Then she became 
anxious. She visited neighbors’ houses look- 
ing for her husband, but none had seen him. 
Neighbors joined in the search. The rail- 
way station was visited. Hée had not been 
seen there. The Town Marshal was notified, 
and with a party of citizens made plans to 
scour the country. 
the Chicago police, and a patrol made of 
the railroad tracks for fear he had beenrun 
down while wandering along the line. 

In the Search. 

At daylight yesterday morning the search 
parties organized over night begun their 
work. The Towns of Blue Island, Riverside, 
Thornton, Homewood, and Morgan Park 
were thoroughly searched, as was the sur- 
rounding country. No one had seen or heard 
of Mr. Gillette, and the.mystery deepened. 
lie had disappeared as completely as if the 
earth had swallowed him. 

Then rumors began .to fly thick and fast 
from town to town and from mouth to 
inouth, and their vdTiety and the apparent 
“uthenticity of each were bewildering. One 
Situry, was Mr. Gillette had been found eight 
miles west of Harvey and that his body was 
tng brought home. Another had him in 
charge of the police at Morgan Park. An- 
other had him locked up at the Harrison 
Street Station in this city. He was also re- 
ported found wandering on the West Side, 
in an insane asylum on the South Side, with 
friends in Kensington, in charge of Dr. 
hHiolmes, on, West Adams street, and having 
his eyes operated upon at Rush Medical 
College. " 

The police were wild with the false scents 
furnished them and finally declared they 
knew nothing of the case and didn’t want 
tc Know anything. 

Last Report. 

The last and apparently decisive scent was 
a story sent to’Chicago from Harvey that 
Dr. Gillette had been found by his wife and 
daughter in Chicago, that he would arrive 
at Harvey at 10:10 last night, and that In- 
spector Fitzpatrick was working on the case 
and knew all the particulars of the search 
in Chicago and the discovery of the miss- 
ing man. 

The anxious crowd that awaited the train 
at Harvey and found Mr. Gillette was not 
aboard was ready to lynch the man who 
started the story, and the reporter who had 
been following the Chicago clews returned 
te the office. almost a gibbering idiot after 
he had visited Inspector Fitzpatrick and 
was told that official knew nothing whatever 
of the case. 

Then another story presented itself. Mr. 
Gillette, it was said, called at his school on 
Wentworth avenue in the afternoon. None 
of his pupils was present. The school is 
held in the hall of Corps No. 11 of the Salva- 
tion Army. To members of thearmy he said 
he had been obliged to stop down-town dur- 
ing the forenoon to have his eyes treated. 
One of his pupils said Mr. Gillette had called 
at an early hour in the morning at the boys’ 
home, half dressed and wearing a pair of 
slippers. Further than this the members of 
the army had heard nothing. 

At 7 o’clock last night two women called 
at his school and asked for Mr. Gillette, say- 
ing he had promised to meet them there at 
that time, but they waited until 8 o'clock 
and he did not come. Salvation Army Cadets 
Carl Nilson and 8. J. Johnson said he told 
them he expected to be there this morning 
as usual. The cadets said he had always 
appeared rational to them and had never 
showed signs of being mentally affected and 
consequently the stories told by the pupil of 
his appearance early in the morning were 
discredited. 

Dr. Holmes Ignorant. 


Dr. Holmes said he had no recollection of 
any man recently applying tq _ him for an 
operation for abcess of the eyes. He was 


confident he had performed no operation of 


the kind. When given an accurate descrip- 
tion of Mr. Gillette’s appearance and most 
roticeable characteristics the doctor said: 

‘‘I am positive no such man has been 
under my care. A man came to mea short 
time back to get my aavice on an operation 
for a painful swelling in one of hisears. He 
was from the southern part of the city, and 
might have been Mr. Gillette for all I know.”’ 

Inspector Fitzpatrick said he had heard 
nothing of the disappearance of Mr. Gillette. 
The more persistent the search the more 
mysterious and bewildering the case be- 
came. 

Mr. Gillette’s friends at Harvey were as- 
tonished and grieved at his disappearance, 
They spent the whole day and most of the 
night in fruitless search along the banks of 
the Calumet River. 

It appeared late last night the two women 
who visited the Wentworth Avenue School 
yesterday were Mrs. Gillette and her 
daughter. They came to ‘Chicago in 
response to a telephone message 
from Mr. Gillette’s son, who said 
his father had been met on the street by a 
friend, and that he was perfectly rational. 
He said he was going’ to be at the school 
last evening. But he was not there when 
Mrs. Gillette called, and she, with her 
daughter, returned home. 

Mrs. Gillette at midnight said she would 
come to Chicago today, and try to finda 
Gillette named Abella Ryan, 
whose address she does not know. She be- 
lieves, however, her husband is at the home 


of his niece.

-It created 
much consternation in Italy, shaking 
her government to the very foundations. It 
was written just a fortnight ago. 

Austria, a partner with Italy in the triple 
alliance, is extremely disturbed by the flasco 
Italy made of the war in Africa. All the 
Vienna papers without exception while con- 
fident that Italy wifl succeed in vindicating 
its military honor advise her to withdraw 
from the African .enterprise as soon 
as it is possible to conclude peace with Mene- 
lik. The designs against Abyssinia have 
never been approved by Austria merely on 
the ground that as a member of the triple 
alliance Italy should husbahd its resources 
for the common good, Germany, it is true, 
ventured on colonial undertakings, but never 
ie pe large a scale nor attended by sucha 
risk. 


IMPERILS ITALY 


Serious Effect of the Crushing Defeat 
by the Abyssinians. 

The crushing defeat the Italian forcés have 
Sustained at the hands of a half savage 
people will imperil her position among the 
nations of Europe. When a little more than 
six months ago the Crispi Cabinet decided 
to go to war with the crafty Menelik of 
Abyssinia a great deal of dissatisfaction was 
expressed by the radical and social demo- 
cratic factions of the country. It was point- 
ed out repeatedly that the game was not 
worth. the powder, and that with the finances 
of the country in a deplorable condition it 
was almost a crime to launch into such a 
useless extravagance. 

However, it was Crispi’s pet idea to gaina 
foothold in Africa, and he thought that he 
saw in this-expedition therealization of his 
dream. He had counted a great deal on the 
internal strife that was at that time at its 
height among the numerous chiefs in Abys- 
sinia. But much to his dismay he found 
them almost to a man against Italy when 
war was declared. 

The first serious disaster to the Italians 
forces was in the middle of last December, 
when 600 Italian troops fell into a trap pre- 
pared for them by\one of Menelik’s Gen- 
erals. In this battle the Italians, besides 
leaving 600 men killed, lost a great deal of 
arms, ammunition, and stores. 

The deficit of the Italian budget is esti- 
mated at 150,000,000 francs ($30,000,000). The 
cost of this war, which now has assumed 
such serious proportions, is put from 100,- 
000,000 to 200,000,000 francs, and where is 
the money to come from? More than this, 
Russia, from the beginning of this cam- 
paign, hinted darkly that it looked with no 
favorable eyes on Italy’s scheme to push her- 
self in this direction. That Russia has had 
something to do in the matter of encouraging 
Menelik is probable, especially from the fact 
that he has appointed Prince Mannok to be 
his representative at the coronation festivi- 
ties of fhe Russian Emperor. 

Italy’s Fatefual Protectorate. 

In virtue of a treaty of May 2 and of Sept. 
29, 1889, the Italian Government assumed 
the protectorate over Abyssinia, and was its 
representative in all foreign relations. Ever 
since that year there has been more.or less 
friction between the Negus, as Menelik is 
called, and his Italian protectors. He had 
his ideas as to how he and his people were 
to be ** protected,” and when he was denied 
what he claimed to be his time-honored pre- 
rogatives in the matter of import and ex- 
port duties it did not-take him long to tell 
the resident representative of Italy that he 
had had enough of “ protection.”’” After 
some interchange of views all friendly rela- 
tions were broken and war declared. 

When the King of Kings of the Ethiopians 
decided to give battle to the Italians he is- 
sued the following proclamation to his peo- 
ple and the independent tribes of Abys- 
sinia: m 

‘‘ Listen to what I say! Give, that every 
being who is an enemy to our faith and our 
people be stricken with deafness! 

‘‘ The same be his fate who is an enemy to 
Menelik, the ruler, and he who does not bow 
down to the Virgin Mary. Hitherto God in 
his grace has protected Ethiopia. He has 
given us victory and given us power to again 
lift up the land of ourfathers. By the grace 
of God I have ruled till now; still the thought 
of death does not oppress me, because we 
must all die. But till the day which is today 
God has never permitted me to sink in the 
dust, and he surely will support me in the 
future. 
“An enemy has come over the sea. He 
has crossed our boundaries and tries to 
devastate our faith and our native land. I 
have borne with him in patience for a long 
time, and negotiated for the peace of our 
country, which during past®years so often 
he has imperiled. But the enemy advances. 
He threatens our country and our people as 
do the moles which burrow in the ground. 
Now it is enough! With the help of the God 
of the trinity I will defend our country and 
throw back the advancing enemy that re- 
fuses to heed what I say. . 

“ All who have the strength must follow 
me, and those who are feeble must pray that 
victory crown our arms. The votads (gar-, 
rison troops) will assemble at the headquar- 
ters in Djiron. The famoers (militia) must 
hasten to gather provision and be in readi- 
ness when called to arms by my choums 
(subordinates). Nobody must remain ,at. 
home: every man must take up arms for his 
home and his country. I want to see allmy 
warriors about me.”’ 

Series of African Victories. 

That this ringing proclamation was heeded 
has been more than demonstrated by the al- 
most unbroken victories of the Abyssinians 
over the Italians. According to reports both 
the officers of the fleld artiHery and of the 
infantry on the Abyssinian side are French 
and Russian. This ts very plausible, be- 


cause of the splendid strategy displayed on} 


several occasions, which scarcely could be 
credited to these semi-savages.

Two Important Bills Passed. 

The “Senate today passed two important 
measures.

The provision requiring foreign 
associations to put up $1,000,000 before be- 
ginning business in lowa was opposed ina 
long argument by Senator Pusey of Council 
Bluffs, and supported in a strong and con- 
vincing speech by Senator Junkin. Senator 
Carney also spoke briefly in opposition to 
this feature, and Senator Trewin support- 
ed the bill. The bill was finally passed with 
the deposit provision intact by a large ma- 
jority. 

The Senate also passed the age of consent 
bill, which amends the persent law, raising 
the age of consent to 15 years. The House 
bill makes the age 16. 

In the House the Speaker decided that the 
consideration of the Senate anti-cigaret bill 
was out oforder. The bill was then changed 
slightly and again offered as a substitute for 
the Morrison tax bill and was passed by a 
vote of 69 to 21.

Havana, via Key West, March 5.—[Copy- 
righted, 1896, by the Press Publishing Com- 
pany, New York World.]—The news of the 
action of the United States Congress has 
penetrated to every insurgent camp within 
thirty miles of Havana, and the Cuban 
patriots are wild-with joy.

Evidence. Not Sufficient to Hold the 
Mallory at Tampa. We ig 

Tampa, Fla., March  5.—[{Special.]—The 
schooner Mallorys which was seized by the

BURN SPANISH FLAG AT LEADVILLE.

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CHAUNCEYT. BOWEN DEAD 


ONE OF CHICAGO’S PIONEER CITI- 
ZENS PASSES AWAY. 


He Was One of the First Men to Em- 
bark in the Western Dry Goods 
Business and His Establishment in 
Chicago Years Ago Was One of the 
Best Known in the Country—He and 

’ His Brothers Lived Where the Ath- 

. letic Club Now Stands—His Career. 

Chauncey T. Bowen, one of Chicago's old- 
est resid@nts and a pioneer in the Western 
dry goods trade, died at.Chester, Mass., yes- 
terday morning. He had been failing for 
some time, and for the last few years had 
traveled extensively in search of health. 
Mr. Bowen was the last survivor of the firm 
of Bowen Bros., the remaining members, 
James H. and George &S., having been dead 
for many years. 

Chauncey T. Bowen was born in Mann- 
heim, Herkimer County, N. Y., on Aug. 15, 
1852. - His parents were farmers, and the 
only education young Chauncey received 
was one term of district school when he was 
12 years old. In July, 1849, young Bowen 
came West and entered the employ of H. N. 
Wood, the proprietor of Chicago’s first cash 
store. In a few months he became the real 
head of the business, and from that time his 
advancement in the business world was 
rapid. 

In 1853 Mr. Wood retired, and was. suc- 
ceeded by Mills, Bowen & Dillingbeck, whoin 
turn were succeeded by Bowen Bros. In 
1870 the firm dissolved partnership, the in- 
dividual members devoting thems)]ves to real 


|. estate and stock speculation. Chauncey T. 


entered upon the banking business in New 
York City, and until compelled by ill-health 
to retire from active participation in busi- 
ness affairs was eminently successful. 

As President of the first South Park Roard 
Mr. Bowen was largely instrumental in or- 
ganizing and perfecting the present park 
System of Chg§cago, and, although for sevy- 
eral years his residence was in the East, he 
still retained large holdings in many of Chi- 
cago's leading enterprises. 

On the site of the present Chicago Athletic 
club formerly stood the three stone-front 
residences of the Bowen brothers, which 
were for years regarded as the principai 
show residences of Chicago. 

Mr. Bowen leaves a widow and one child, 
now at Chester, where the funeral services 
will be held on Mondgy. The interment will 
take place at his old home, Mannheim, N. Y.

‘Perhaps the greatest of Shakspeare's 
comedies ’’ was what Sir Henry Irving called 
the ‘“‘ Merchant of Venice ”’ in his customary 
little speech last night. He returned thanks 
for the warmth of the greeting accorded him 
‘and the others of the Lyceum company, and 
in the same breath apologized for it and his 
shortcomings. It was hardly necessary, for 
there was only a single incident to mar the 
entire smoothness of the performance, and 
that added to the general good humor of the 
excellent house. 

At the conclusion of the third act, which in 
the version used ends with the room in 
Portia’s home at Belmont, Miss Ellen Ter- 
ry’s hair, in spite of all the rehearsals, went 
awry. The audience had withheld its ap- 
plause during the casket scene only to pile 
it up at the end. There had been evidences 
of capillary turbulence toward the conclu- 
sion which deepened into positive insurrec- 
tion as the English actress made her bow 
when the curtain rose in response to the 
salvos of applause. Portia’s * sunny locks,”’ 
which should “‘ hang on her temples like a 
golden fleece,”’ were unmistakably hanging 
down her back. When the second disclos- 
ure came an instant later, as the clapping of 
many hands continued, Portia had her back 
to the footlights scrambling her coiffure 
into the semblance of more admirable dis- 
order. She turned about and bowed again, 
laughing. The house laughed with her, and 
no truer spirit of comedy ever characterized 
a performance thereafter. 

Comparing Irving's performance with that 
of former occasions on which he has ap- 
peared with his charming colleague in this 
same play a constant mellowing process may 
be noted in his art. He did not rasp the 
knife quite so ferociously on the sole of his 


tragic buskin in the great trial scene as. 


heretofore, and that: familiar speech begin- 
ning ‘“ Signior Antonio, many a time and 
oft,’ lost nothing by greater delicacy of treat- 
ment. The old robustiousness was present 
in that second speech in the first scene of the 
third act, and the dialogue with Tubal im- 
mediately following was so vividly given 
that the audience lost the humor of the 
lines, ‘I would not have given it [the tur- 
quoise Jessica had given for a marmoset] 
for a wilderness of monkeys.”’ 

Where Sir Henry Irving’s interpretation 
of Shylock has differed from other Shak- 
sperean students lies most pronouncedly in 
the manner in which he takes his defeat at 
the hands of Portia in the trial scene. It 
deserved, so near did it touch the sym- 
pathies, all the applause it was given, and 
that is a great deal. It is, perhaps, a ques- 
tion of taste whether the sympathies of the 
audience should be diverted from the chan- 
nel of uniform tradition through many 
years; but if it departs from the spirit of 
the age in which the situation was wrought 
out, it les just so much nearer to the age 
in which Irving produces it.

Peculiar Condition of Affairs Is Found. 


as It Was Suspected Would Be the. 


Case—Documents May Be Used in 
Perjury Cases—More Facts About 
Maj. Buckner and His Many Jobs in 
City and Town—Pay-Roll No. 10 Re- 
produced with Its Pecullarities. . 
E. H. Wright, Clerk of the South Town, 
decided yesterday, on the advice of his fel- 
low-officials, to allow an inspection of the 
accounts and pay-rolls in his charge. Mr. 
Wright did not change his mind until con- 
siderable pressure had been brought to bear. 
During the day a formal demand was made 
for access to the public records. A man- 
damus suit was threatened in case of longer 
delay. This, together with a similar re- 
quest from Collector Hogan, was sufficient to 
induce Mr. Wright to change his attitude to 
one of condescension. . 
A brief examination of the records of the 
office shows the charges of pay-roll stuffing 
and similar irregularities were not unfound- 


ed. The pay-rolls show a striking resem- 


blance to those of the notorious Leiendecker 
administration. Many of the same gang of 
political ward workers are included in the 
list of men whom the tax-payers of the South 
Town have paid high salaries for doing 
nothing. It is true every man who ison the 


folls took the oath of office and signed the 


pay-rolls at.the end of each week’s alleged 
service. Each man also swore he performed 
Six days’ work each week, and some have 
Sworn to having worked eight, nine, ten, 
eleven, twelve, and even thirteen days a 
week, | 

May Be a Perjury Case. 

These affidavits are now on file at the 
South Town offices and may be used as evi- 
dence to convict some of the men of perjury. 
Action may be brought at an early date. 
One of the members of the South Town 
Board has already advised this course as 
the quickest and surest check on similar 
frauds in the future. 

The Collector’s pay-rolls cover a period of 
Sixteen weeks, beginning Nov. 16. The men 
were paid every Saturday. The first week 
there were only eight names on the roll. 
The number increased each week until a 
maximum of 153 was reached in pay-roll No. 
10, dated Jan. 18. Since then. the number 
of names has decreased until at the present 
time there are eighty men drawing pay. 
The greatest reduction was made on the 


- afternoon of the convention following the 
Republican primaries Feb. 14, when fifty- 


seven men were dropped. The charge is 
made they were carried on the rolls for po- 
litical purposes only and were dropped when 
the period of suspense was over.

In last night’s concert at Central Music 
Hall Mrs. Bloomfield-Zeisler was in splendid 
mood. The dramatic force and intensity of 
her playing were irresistable in effect. In 
this phase of her artthere grows with each 
successive hearing a fuller appreciation of 
her distinguished eminence. 

The Chopin group proved the climax 
of the solo numbers. The opening one of 
these, the Nocturne op. 48, No. 1, as often 
as one has heard it in the concert room, 
and as many interpretations as have been 
given it, never assumed a greater beauty 
of conception. And the well-defined doubt 
arises whether this especial beauty. of con- 
ception has been equaled. Succeeding the 
Nocturne were three Etudes, two from op. 
10, Nos. 5 and 7, and the No. 3, op. 25, given 
with fabulous delicacy and technic. The 
Ballade op. 23 of the same composer and 
Liszt’s E Major Polonaise and Gondoliera 
made the complement of Mrs. Bloomfield- 
Zeisler’s solo performances. The pianist 
was received with .agreat enthusiasm, re- 
sponding after five recalls with an encore 
supplementary to the Chopin compositions. 

It is difficult for any violinist to sustain 
comparison with Mrs. Bloomfield-Zetsler. 
Aside from this fact Mr. Franz Ondricek 
cannot be reckoned to have been at his best 
last night. No artist can be equally accept- 
able on all occasions. From some unto- 
ward cauSe the instrument perhaps in a 
measure, Mr. Ondricek prodtced the least 
favorable impression he has yet made. The 
Bohemian was heard together with Mrs. 
Bloomfield-Zeisler in ,JRubinstein’s Sonata 
op. 183, in which he evidenced lack of breadth; 
in the Bruch G minor Concerto, and later 
two original compositions. These last were 
a pyrotechnical and uninteresting Fantasie 
and a Barcarolle, which proved much more 
enjoyable. In Mr. Ondricek’s playing there 
were, however, many beautiful momen‘a, 
and Schumann’s Des Abends, an encore, 
must be numbered with these. Mr. Luck- 
stone, given to tuttis that recall the storms 
in Clark Russell’s novels, sustained the ac- 
companiments. The seeond of the series, 
and final concert by Mrs. Bloomfield-Zeisler 
and Mr. Ondricek, will be a matinée at Cen- 
tral Music Hall on Saturday.

. How Names Are Retained. 


Few names have been kept on the rolls 
continuously since Nov. 16. The deputies 
apparently have been constantly changing. 
Some appear to have worked only a week. 
Collector Hogan’s brother, Thomas Hogan, 
seems to have been industrious. He has 
received twelve days’ pay at $5 a day for 
fourteen consecutive weeks. 

J. E. Long, Mr. Hogan’s chief clerk, has 


| done better, having received twelve and 
thirteen days’ pay every week throughout 


the same period at $10 a day, or $2,000 in 
four months. L. J. Frahm, Mr. Long’s as- 
sistant, also received $10 a day with twelve 
and thirteen days every week. This system 
gives them an increase of nearly $20 a day, 
which is slightly n excess of that of a Judge 
of a court of record in Cook County. 

Thomas H.GlassbrookandJohnS8S. Thomp- 
son are bank clerks and experienced ac- 
countants. They have worked in the South 
Town offices many years solely on account 
of their experience in the business of the 
office. Each receives $10 a day, and neither 
has been paid much overtime. They are 
appointed by the banks which are responsi- 
ble for the Collector’ss bonds. Men of ex- 
perience say they are worth the salaries 
paid them. Lynch Wormley is also an ex- 
perienced employé. He receives $30.a week. 

Pay-roll No. 1 for the week ending Nov. 
16 shows $180 was paid to eight men. Pay- 
roll No. 2 for the week ending Nov. 23 shows 
twelve men were paid $390. The next week 
twenty-seven men received $940. Long and 
Frahm each received $110. Pay-roll No. 
4, dated Dec: 7, shows forty-seven men re- 
ceived $1,355. Long and Frahm received 
$120 each, and Thomas Hogan was allowed 
double time at $5 a day, or $60. This.rate 
for these three men has been in effect ever 
since. The only exception is when they 
are paid for thirteen days a week instead of 
twelve. 
. One Pay-Roll Given. 

Pay-roll No. 10 is given herewith in full. 
Any taxpayer in the South Town will find it 
interesting reading. Chief Clerk Lang, who 
is credited with thirteen days’ work, keeps 
the time book and makes out the pay-rolls. 
No one questions his figures. The time book 
gives an insight into how the affairs of the 
office are conducted: There is no daily en- 
tries such as a careful timekeeper makes. 
At the end of each week each man on the list 
is ‘credited with six or more days’ work. 
There are no entries in the columns.set apart 
for each day. Under this system each man 
who ds sworn in receives full time until his 
name is erased from the roll, whether he 


works or not.

THE MALIAN CRISIS. 
The news of terrible defeat to its army in 


Abyssinia hag set all Italy wild with ex- 


citement. Premier Crispi has tendered his 
resignation, which has been accepted by the 
King, and it is announced that the Cham- 
ber of Deputies will be asked to impeach 
Crispi and the other members of his Cab- 
inet for gross mismanagement of the Abys- 
sinian campaign. Indignation meetings 
have been held and riotous demenstrations 
made in most of the cities, and from the 
rural districts loud cries are sent up for 
vengeance upon those who have been re- 
sponsible for this almost annihilating de- 
feat. Indignation against the government 
is increased by the calling out of 80,000 
men of the reserves of 1S72 for active serv- 
ice. As the great majority of these men are 
married and have families depending upon 
them for support, their preparations to obey 
orders in Milan and other places were the 
signal for rioting, the agitation being led by 
the women and children, and in some in- 
stances the men were prevented from leay- 
ing the towns. The mobs stoned and other- 
wise beat the police into helplessness and 
even attacked the soldiers, numerous per- 
sons throwing. themselves in mad frenzy 
upon the naked steel in the hands of the 
troops. 

“These demonstrations might have ‘been 
expected from the excitable Italian people 
when the sad truth burst upon them that 
through bad management at home and poor 
generalship at Adowa the army in Abys- 


. sinia had been entrapped to its destruction. 


with a loss of five to ten thousand in killed 
and wounded and of all the ammunition 
and food stores, leaving the survivors in a 
hapless plight. Their situation is such that 
they cannot hope to be able to hold their 
greund till the arrival of sufficient rein- 
forcements, even if they should be sent. It 
is not improbable that the news soon will 
come of a wholesale surrender or a hurried 
flight, which may be as disastrous in pro- 
portion to numbers as was the retreat of the 
French from Moscow. 
Tuesday it was understood that the Ital- 
ians were almost unanimous in demanding 
a vigorous prosecution of the war in Abys- 
sinia with large reinforcements of troops. 
Later advices indicate that the people take 
a different view of the matter, that many of 
them have believed all along the- war was 
a measure undertaken for the benefit of a

are doubting if victory could be won short 
of national bankruptcy and a fearful loss 
of human life, and do not hesitate to say the 


fruits of victory would not. be worth their | 


cost. It is not improbable the latter are in 
the great majority, and if this be so there 
will be less difficulty in inducing Rudini or 


some other able man to accept the Premjer- 


ship and smooth the way for the nation to 


accept as gracefully as may be the disas- | 
trous consequences of Crispi’s blundering. | 


Then Italy will have to set itself to the hard 
task of recuperating its finances and in- 
dustrial strength by close ecotiomy at 
home. It will take several years to recover, 
but the lesson learned from this sad re- 
verse may be a highly valuable one in its 
influence upon the future of the country. 


THE STATE’S-ATTORNEY’S FEES. 

State’s-Attorney Kern has filed his re- 
portiof the business of his office for 1895. It 
appears therefrom that he collected fines, 
fees, and forfeitures amounting to,$21,480, 
and that he pocketed that sum in addition 
to his salary, which is $7,000 a year. That 
is not too much for a good man, but it is 
more than Mr. Kern’s services are worth. 
He, however, thanks to the fee system, got 
over $28,000 last year. 


He pocketed all these fees, fines, and col- | 
lections because the law allows hem $20 | 


for each conviction for a felony and $3 for 


each misdemeanor. Evenafterabsorbing all 


these collections he figures out that the 
county is in his debt nearly $15,000. ?

one else. Not that any one has any fault 
to find with Uncle Sam. He is all right 
every time. It is clearly his bounden duty 
to square off and look dangerous whenever 
Turk, Englishman, or Spaniard steps on his 
toes or ventures to lay a rude hand on Lib- 
erty. 

But is Uncle Sam dangerous? Perhaps 
he could have whipped “ The Sick Man of 
the East ”’ if no well man bad taken a hand 
in the fight. If it had come to actual hos- 
tilities with John Bull it might have-been 
otherwise. Now the naval experts are try- 
ing to figure out that he could probably de- 
feat the Spaniard—give him time to build 
a few more ships. And every time the 
chip on our Uncle Samuel’s shoulder wab- 
bles a wail goes up abagnt unprotected sea- 
ports and billions of dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty lying at the mercy of the other fellow. 
And when the wail has ascended every one 
turns to and proceeds to chant the praises 
of Uncle Sam—how rich he is, how brave 
and loyal his people are, what a splendid 
fighter he is—give him time, . 

Isn’t it about time there was a change in 
the usual program? Some day the chip will 
be sent flying by some fellow who means 
business. If Uncle Sam’s mission in life is 
peace he had better quit the chip act and 
put both shoulders to a certain wheel that 
needs attention and needs it now. That 
wheel is the wheel that makes the other

, THE PRIMARY ELECTIONS LAW. 
Tue TRIBUNE referred yesterday to 
| Judge Carter’s action in refusing to con- 
firm as election jydges three persons who 


'had misbehaved themselves while pgesid- | 


| ing at a primary election held last fall. 

The most important feature of this decjs- 
ion is the official, judicial recognition of the 
binding force of the primary elections law, 
and a strong hint to violators of it that they 
will get themselves into trouble. Hitherto 
that law has been a dead letter. About all 
its provisions have been broken again and 
| again and nobody has been punished there- 
for. Primaries held 
| generally been “ free for all” ones. 

Recognizing’ the fact that reform must 
begin at the primaries, the Civic Federation 
collected evidence against persons guilty 
of misconduct at recent primaries and laid 
it before the grand jury. But the jurors 
did not take any interest in the subject and 
did nothing. 

Not discouraged by this, the federation 
protested against the confirmation of these 
_ election judges mentioned above. The 

lection Commissioners would do nothing. 
"They took no ipterest in honest primaries. 
Then an appeal was taken to Judge Car- 
ter, who evidently does believe in such pri- 
maries, for he refused to confirm the men 
who were complained of. 

The primary elections law, which has 
been treated as a nullity so long, is at last 
spoken of with respect by a Judge, who is 
of the opinion that it should be enforced. 
This is progress. It should and will encour- 
age the Civic Federation to keep a constant 
lookout for violations of the law and to con- 
tinue laying before grand juries what evi- 
dence it may collect. 

Some day indictments will be found and 
people will be convicted on them. The law 
which has been without vitality for so many 
years will be an effective instrument to 
secure honest elections if the Civic Federa- 
tion keeps on as it has begun.

THE CHICAGO RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 

Maj. Marshall’s report to the Chief En- 

gineer, printed in yesterday’s paper, in which 
he recommends that over a million be ap- 
propriated now for the improvement of the 
Calumet and discourages any attempt on 
the part of the General Government to 
deepen the Chicage River so that vessels 
drawing twenty feet of water can use it, 
has fallen like a wet blanket on those who 
are interested in the navigation of that 
river. . 
Whatever the final result may be, it is 
reasonably certain that the effect of his re- 
port will be to keep the present House, 
whose leaders want to make the appropria- 
tions as small as possible, from doing any- 
thing or much of anything for the Chicago 
River at this time.

ASKS COUNTY TO PAY BOARD BILLS. 


State Presents Bill for Support of In- 
sane Criminals. 

At the meeting of the Public Service com- 
mittee yesterday the bill of the State of Ii- 
linois, alleged to’ be due to it from Cook 
County for the support of insane criminals 
was referred to the County Attorney for his 
opinion as to the legality of the claim of the 
State against the county. 

‘This bill,” said President Healy, “ is for 
the care of criminals who have been con- 
victed and sent to State’s prison. While 
there they became insane and were taken to 
the Insane Asylum at Chester. The State 
now wants us to pay their board. The 
State charged us nothing for the care of 
these criminals while they were in Joliet, 
and I do not believe it has any more right to 
charge now than then.” 

The communication from P. Kenefick &

in full for its claim against the county for 
$8,067, was laid over for one week. 


JUDGE POSTPONES EXAMINATION. 
Central Trust and Savings Bank Case 
to Be Taken Up on Monday. 

The examination of President W. ‘A. Paul- 
sen and the other officers of the Central 
Trust and Savings Bank did not begin in the 
County Court yesterday morning. Presi- 
dent Paulgen did not appear, and on sug- 
gestion of Paulsen's attorney, Frank S. 
Weigley, Judge Donnelly set the hearing for 

Monday next. 

In the County Court yesterday an order 
was entered fixing the claim of the Chicago 
National Bank against Herman Schaffner 
& Co., the bankers, at $25,540, and that of the 
Metropolitan National at $59,450. | 

By the same order the Chicago National is 
required to return to the assignee of the 
Schaffner bank $5,007 and the Metropolitan 
National is required to return §8,644. This 
order was entered in accordance with the 
recent decision of the Supreme Court that 
these two banks received too much when the 
assignee paid a dividend of 10 per cent. 

The court also entered an order upon the 
assignee to pay to Attorney Julian W. Mack 
$2,630 out of the funds of the estate. 

CASE 24 YEARS OLD IS SETTLED. 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
Renders Decisions. 

The United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals for the Seventh Circuit met yesterday 
morning, and handed down several opinions, 
Judges Woods, Jenkins, Showalter, and 

Grosscup participating. 

One case has some peculiar aspects. The 
Town of Monticello, Ind., in 1872 issued 
bonds to the amount of $21,000. Its financial 
agent, after selling the bonds, defaulted and 
fled with $14,000 of the proceeds. The town 
captured $7,000 left in the bank. It sued 


thorities pleaded the statute of limitation. 
The court held the bondholders to have no 
claim by virtue of that limitation. That de- 
cision was rendered in 1891. Merrill and 
his other fellow-owners were discouraged, 
but still felt they should have the $7,000. 
The Court of Appeals in its decision dis- 
missing thé claim of Merrill and his asso- 
ciates said: ‘‘ The complainant had no need 
to wait the end of the action at law before 
taking the steps necessary to assert the 
right now asserted.’ The bondholders lose 
and the town gets the benefit of the $7,000 
of their money. 

The court sustained the judgment ren- 
dered against the Cincinnati Enquirer by 


the Circuit Court at Indianapolis, in favor

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HOT FOR CHICAGO RIVER. 


COMMERCIAL MEN BROADLY DISCUSS 
MAJ. MARSHALL’S REPORT. — 


Generally Willing the Calumet Should 
Re Improved, but Not at the Ex- 
pense of the Old Channel—Damage 
to the’ Varied and Colossal Interests 
Jeopardized Is Contrasted with Al- 
leged Possible Advantages—Heard 
Ahong the Southern Stream. 

The vast commercial, railroad, and manu- 
facturing interests along Chicago River were 
deeply aroused yesterday over the report to 
the War Department of Maj. W. L. Marshall, 

‘engineer in charge of the harbor work, ad- 
vising Chicago River be let alone by the 
government and that the Calumet be im- 
proved to meet the requirements of the 
great twenty-foot channel between Chicago, 
Duluth, and Buffalo, now rapidly approach- 
ing completion. 

The money invested in terminal facilities, 
elevators, factories, and all the varied in- 

Ce rele scattered along the forty miles of 


water frontagé which Chicago River affords, 


is almost beyond computation, and the loss 
by allowing the river to fill up, as the recom- 
mendation of Maj. Marshall, so far as gov- 
ernment work is concerned, would seem to 
mean, would be equaled only by that of the 
great fire. | 

Many classee of men and of widely diver- 
sified interests rallied at once to the defense 
of the Chicago River when it became known 
in the morning Maj. Marshall in his report 
advocated the making of a deep waterway 
at South Chicago, ignoring the claims of 
Chicago River to government, aid. Never 
were so many complimentary things said of 
the muddy stream. | 

Meeting Called. 
Prompt measures were at once taken by the 
coal companies, lumber firms, manufactur- 
ers, elevator men, and others interested in 
_ préperty along the river to counteract the 
force of Maj. Marshall’s report. The com- 
mittee, which a few days ago returned from 
Washington, at once sent out a call for a 
meeting to be held tomorrow morning in 
Room 33, No. 92 La Salle street, where a 
vigorous plan of campaign for the defense 
of Chicago’s water commerce will be 
planned. 

Mén in all lines of business were outspoken 
on the subject. All agreed while the im- 
provement of the Calumet was desired, it 
must not be at the ¢xpense of Chicago River. 
It weuld be impossible to transfer all the 
commercial and marine interests which dur- 
ing sixty years have been growing up along 
the banks of the Chicago River. That at 
some far distant time allthe lake commerce

Maj. Marshall Is Firm. 

‘Maj. Marshall stood gallantly by his re 
port.

“I have no wish in any way to injure bust- 
ness interests centered alorg. the Chicago 
River, but as an engineering problem it is 
not feasible to make that stream navigable 
for boats 400 feet in length and from 44 to 48 

; . All the modern freight carriers 
being now built will require a depth of water 
of at least twenty feet to carry full cargoes. 

.. This camnot be secured in thé Chicago River 
without great cost. Furthermore, it would 
be impossible to turn a boat of these di- 
mensions around the sharp curves’ and 
through the narrow draws of that stream. 
“T have always considered, and so I have 
so stated in my reports, the Calumet River 
to be but an adjunct to the Chicago River in 
the marine business of the city. When writ- 
ing my report I had in view the plan of re- 
lieving the present harbor of the large 


boats, which it is unable to accommodate, . 


- and which will find their natural place in the 
Calumet near where the ore, coal, and grain 
which they carry are to a great extent con- 
sumed or handled, 


| 6 Troubles to Be Met. 


*“ To.straighten and deepen the Chicago 
River would require an outlay of $6,000,000, 
besides which there would be lawsuits in- 
‘numerable and all manner of delays. Work 
could not be accomplished for many years, 
and meanwhile the great grain carriers of 
the lake would be without a suitable har- 
bor at the port of Chicago. This is why I 
approve the plan of making the Calumet 
meet the requirements of the twenty-foot 
channel between the great lakes. 

“It would be an excellent plan to dredge 
thé Chicago River to a depth of sixteen 
feet. Further than this it would be useless 
to ‘dig, as that marks the depth of water 
over the tops of the tunnels. During the 
last two years the commerce of the Calu- 
met harbor has increased nearly 100 per 
cent, ample proof, I think, the natural trend 
of Chicago marine business is towards 
South Chicago.” 


Capt. Dunham's Argument. 


‘Capt. Dunham, President of the Asso- 
ciation for the Improvement of the Chicago 
River, ridiculed the idea of moving the 
commerce of the city to any point where 
the engineering conditions might be most 
suitable. 

**Maj. Marshall,”’ he said, “is an en- 
gineer, and regards the proposition solely 
from an engineer's point of view. It is not 

' @ question of having commerce where there 
is a harbor, but of having a harbor where 
commerce is. There are many good hnar- 
bors around the lakes, to which it would 
be as reasonable to demand the removal 
of Chicago's marine traffic as to South Chi- 


cago. 

“The business may be driven out of its 
-’ present location by destroying the facilities 
for carrying it on, which would mean an 
irreparable injury to the city, but it will 
never go naturally. It would take thirty 
years to move the business interests located 
along the river to South Chicago. 


Action of Congress. 


** Moreover, it doesn’t follow Congress 
will act in accord with Maj. Marshall's re- 
rt, though it is true that document will 
ave great effect in influeneing the action of 
the Washington authorities. To handle all 
the various classes of freight in South Chi- 
cago would cost much more than in Chicago. 
This would place a:heavy tax on all the 
produce shipped through here. and would 
militate severely against the city’s chiefest 
industry.

GRAND CLEARING-HOUSE PLANNED. 


Projected Result of the Improvement

A grand clearing-house between water and 
rail carriers is one of the projects which 
may follow the improvement of the Calumet. 
For over a year flans for such a clearing- 
house have been before the officials of the 
railway and steamer lines. 

It is proposed to have all freight to be

Andrew Crawford's Plan. 


Andrew Crawford, President of the Lin- 
coln Park Board, is credited with being a 
party to a plan for improvement of the ter- 
ritory touched by the Calumet River. Mr. 
Crawford is a large holder of property in the 
vicinity of South Chicago, and also repre- 
sents the Drexel estate, which owns a piece 
of ground fronting on the river at about 
One Hundredth street. Mr. Crawford was 
one of the committee of Chicago men which 
presented to the Congressional body the ad- 
vantages the Calumet River had over the 
other. 

The ground owned by the Drexel estate, 
it is said,“ is-concerned in the plan fora 
warehouse system. It is in the South Chi- 
cago Dock company’s addition to South 
Chicago and is west.of the river. It was 
originally intended to project into it five 
slips from the river, but so far only three 
of these have been completed. These are 
between One Hundredth and One Hundred 
and Fourth streets. This property, however, 
is partially occupied by Yessees. 

Directly opposite this is another piece of 
ground unoccupied, but the disposition of 
which is not yet, settled. The property is 
reached by Chicago's belt lines, and through 
those by all roads entering the city. 

Mr. Crawford admitted he had a plan for 
terminal facilities, but said he was acting 
as the agent of others in the proposal of it. 
He declined to give any details in relation 


} to the matter. 


P. D. Armour declined to discuss the mat- 
ter. He said he was not fully informed on 
the topic. 


Charles Counselman for the Calumet. 


Charles Counselman, who has invested 
$700,000 in elevators on the Galumet, said: 

** Maj. Marshall’s report indorses the judg- 
ment shown by the interests which have 
sought this harbor in preference to the old 
one. Business-men saw what was coming 
and made haste to take advantage of it. 
The Chicago River has seen its best days, 
and this fact cannot be controverted. The 
physical disqualifications of the old harbor 
are insurmountable for these big modern 
boats. It might, at great expense, be 
dredged enough for these vessels, but ‘the 
bends and elbows are too short for them to 
round. It would take upwards of $15,000,000 
to buy land enough to construct the river 
into a harbor, without the consequential 
damages coming into consideration. The 
tunnel difficulty can be overcome, but it is 
perhaps the least one. , 

“ Then if the requirements of the govern 
ment are carried out at the drainage canal 
the current will be too swift to handle the 
big craft.in narrow quarters. Should a big 
boat get stuck fast all the tugs in the river 
could not release it, and if this happened 
at the narrow points traffic would be made 
liable to absolute blockade. The day is at 
hand when the public will not allow such 
risks. Maybe increased traffic into the 
down-town district will some day compel 
all the bridges to be kept closed.

LYMAN E. COOLEY IN OPPOSITION, 


Gives Many Cogent Reasons for His 
= Urgent Attitude. 

Lyman E. Cooley thinks Maj. Marshall 
holds prejudiced views concerning Chicago's 
shipping. He says the government engineer 
has always been blind to the benefits to 
accrue from the drainage canal, has been 
a troublesome opponent, and his position has 
been favorable to the Calumet project from 
the start. 

** Maj. Marshall's economic. ideas are not 
pluinb with common experience,” he said. 
“ The business of a city is commerce and 
manufacturing. Commercial transactions 
are nearly proportionate to the population. 
Commerce is incident to population. Now, 
how are you going to transfer the center of 
population to the Calumet? No city in the 
world ever went to water. Water has to 
come to the city, as the Clyde and Thames 
at London and the Seine at Paris. 

“ It is a mistake to suppose commerce can 
be planted at convenient spots and trans- 
planted. Millions have been spent to dis- 
cover this error. The Pennsylvania Central 
tried to develop a shipping point below Phila- 
delphia five years ago—and failed. The 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad made a similar 
mistake below Baltimore on the Patapsco 
River in the ’S0s. 

** Cost cuts no figure in this situation. We 
are bound as a city and Nation to spend 
whatever is necessary. 

« © Sixty per cent of the city’s lumber trade 
is for the city’sown supply and consumption 
is increasing. hree-fourths of the coal en- 
tered in our port is burned in Chicago. Now, 
what are we going to do about home sup- 
plies when this great bulk is wharfed upon 
the prairies along the Calumet? 
has not got a harbor the time has come 
when we must make one. 

“Figures quoted to show the increase of 
the South Chicago port’s business are unfair. 
Its increased business is almost wholly in 
iron ore. Now, this ore is not received in the 
Calumet at all, but enters the private harbor 
built by the Illinois Steel company several 
years ago. The government will not have to 
spend a dollar on the Calumet, for ten years 
more except to keep the mouth clear. It is 
already the only harbor I know of on the 
lakes where money has been spent on the 
channel back from entrance.”

Californians Want Too Large a Guar-

JIM ANXIOUS TO FIGHT. 


WILL MEET FITZSIMMONS ANY TIME 
OR AT ANY PLACE. 


National Sporting Clup of London For- 
wards Articles for the Men to Sign— 
Corbett Willing to Do So—Bob Is 
Not, and Says Brother Jim Must 
First Get a Reputation—Stuart Will 
Try to Bring Them Together on 
This Side of the Ocean. 

The National Sporting club of London Is 
making strong efforts to have Corbett and 
Fitzsimmons fight under its auspices, and 
yesterday cabled the following skeleton 
articles for the men to sign: 

*“ Articles of agreement entered into this 
—< day of ——, 1896, between James J. Cor- 
bett and Robert Fitzsimmons, wherein they 
agree to box twenty (or more) rounds, at 
catchweights, with four-ounce gloves, for 
the heavyweight championship, Police Ga- 
zette champion belt, and a purse of £2,000 
($10,000), divided as follows: Winner, —-; 
loser, ——; £100 ($500) each in addition to be 
allowed each competitor for traveling and 
training expenses.”’ 

When Corbett was shown these articles at 
the Alhambra Theater last night he said: 
“They suit me to a T. I am, as I said be- 
fore, tired of newspaper talk, but under the 
circumstances am obliged to say something. 
So will say that I will agree to anything 
within reason. I want to fight Fitz, and am 
ready to sign articles to fight in two weeks 
or in two months. If he does not want to 
fight in England I will meet him under Dan 
Stuart’s management at any time or place 
the latter may select. I am tired of this 
wrangling and want to get down to busi- 
ness, and the quicker we can come together 
the better it will suit me.” 

When asked wheti#r an English referce 
would be agreeable to him he said: ** The 
question of referee can be settled after we 
sign articles. Let us do that first, and talk 
about the other afterwards. 
will suit me.”’ 

Dan Stuart, who has offered $12,000 for the 
fight, was still in town last night, but could 
not be found, so it is not known what prog- 
ress he has made toward arranging the 
match. As Corbett is willing to fight, Stu- 
art will only have to use influence on Fitz- 
simmons.

New York, March 5.—Fitzsimmons, it ap- 
pears, is in no hurry to meet Jim Corbett. 
When asked if he would accept the National 
Sporting club’s offer! to fight Corbett he said:

BUYING PIGS IN POKES. 


QUEER PACKAGES SOLD AT A BIG 
EXPRESS AUCTION. 


Unclaimed Articles Disposed Of at. 


Public Sale—Purchasers Do Not 
Take Much Interest in the Lots 
That Are Visible, but They Pay 
Freely for the Things They Can 
Only See the Wrappings Of—Bar- 
gains Often Turn Out té6 Be Opposite 
**Sold!” triumphantly yelled Auctioneer 
McMillan yesterday as he knocked down to 
highest bidders a miscellaneous assortment 
of old trunks, mildewed valises, and lop- 
sided bundles. And as the trusting pur- 
chasers peeped into their prizes after the 
sale they murmured the same word—" sold.’’ 
It was at the annual sale of unclaimed 
packages left with the American Express 
company. There is always a crowd at these 
sales. There was yesterday. A crowd which 
packed the auction-room to the doors. The 
feature of the sale which attracts so many 
isthe chance element. For it’s like the game 
the little boys used to play, ‘*‘ Tradin’,sight 
unseen.’” Nobody sees inside the packages 
until after the sale. All the intending pur- 
chaser knows about the contents is what he 
can tell by a cursory glance at the outside 
of the valises or bundles as they are tossed 
up to the auctioneer. It’s a sort of lottery. 


May Be Gold Bricks. 

A man buys a trunk which he thinks looks 
as ‘‘if it held gold bricks or title deeds to 
half of Indiana.’’ The probability is it does 
not contain either gold bricks or title déeds. 
In point of fact it may not have anything 
more in it than did one certain big black 
trunk sold yesterday. 

This trunk was plastered with hotel stiqk- 
ers and tied with a small cable. It was an 
aristocratic, traveled-looking trunk, in spite 
of the fact the bottom and lid were cracked 
and the metal corners knocked off. 

So a man bought it. He dragged it out to 
a dray after the sale and peeped into it. He 
didn’t see any gold. Nor were there any title 
deeds to Indiana. There were only a lot of 
newspapers and a few bricks, and on the top 
was chalked “‘ April Fool.”’ The man dropped 
the lid and muttering something about 

hotel beats ” sold the trunk to the drayman 
for 35 cents. ’ 

Crowd Is Eager. 

The sale began at 10 o’¢lock. Long be- 
fore the time set the crowd was on hand, 
anxiously eyeing the articles piled as high 
as theceiling. AuctioneerMcMillan climbed- 
on a pedestal and announced the sale would 
open. Two clerks mounted another emi- 
nence, from which they could watch the 
crowd and lasso the man who made the 
highest bid. One of the clerks had a book 
in which the sales were recorded and the 
other had a basket on a long stick which was 
passed around after every sale and the buyer 
required to throw in a deposit on his pur- 
chase. 

‘How much am I bid on this. first lot?” 
cried the auctioneeer as the helpers threw 
five packages on the counter. They were 
bid off at 15 cents each, and the purchaser 
rushed up and wished to carry away and 
examine his prizes. But by the terms of the 
sale no package could be delivered untii the 
auction was over. So the man stood around 
the rest of the day and guessed on what he 
had bought. 

The next lot sold consisted of three valises 
covered with dust and tied with cord. They 
sold for 55 cents. 

“Who buys this?’ demanded the auc- 
tioneer. ‘ 

“ Schwindel,” replied the buyer. 


Auctioneer Is Candid. 


“ Well, you’ll think you’re swindled when 
you open these grips,”’ said the autioneer, 
as he called for bids on a decrepit looking 
trunk. “‘How much for this humpbacked 
Saratoga? What’s that? Thirty-five cents? 
Ain't you ashamed ’?’’ 

And the man who presumed to offer the 
pitiful sum of 35 cents for a humpbacked 
Saratoga blushed and meekly advanced his 
bid to 50 cents. He finally secured the trunk 
for $1.40. 

Then eight packages were put up. They 
started at 10 cents and advanced with a 
rush to 40 cents. A woman was bidding 
against a man from the country. Whenthe 
man said **40 cents’ the woman stopped. 
Then she looked at the packages and con- 
fided to her friend: 

* There’s ¢ight of ’em, even; if, they don’t 
have nothing in but sawdust or Sunday 
school papers.’’ 

So she bid the packages up to &5 cents. 
The man quit and the woman proudly gave 
her name as.“ L. R.” and put 85 cents in 
the contribution basket when it was pushed 
under her nose. But the clerk said it wasn’t 
enough. 

“Why,” expostulated the purchaser, 
“ that’s the entire amount.” 


Only One at a Time. 


The-clerk smiled sadly, and said 85 cents 
was only one-eighth of the entire ount.

that kind. But a sealed package had all the 
uncertainty of a prize-fight and maybe a 
bigger prize than a lottery. Still the junk 


dealers, who were present in force, saw to 


it the bicycle and the writing desk were not 
given away. The bicycle, a woman’s solid 
tire wheel, brought $6, which was $2 more 
than it was worth, and the sewing table sold 


for 50 cents. 


Is a Wise Rule. 


At 4 o’clock the sale was over, and the un- 
claimed goods were unclaimed no longer. 
lhe buyers almost climbed over the counters 
in their efforts to secure their prizes. No- 
body was allowed to open any of the pack- 
ages inside the store. This was probably 
because many of the packages would not. 
have been carried to any great distance, if 
the owner knew what was inside. But the 
women could not restrain their curiosity, and 
looked into their packages in spite of the 
porters and helpers. One woman found she 
had secured a box of sample barbwire 
and another had a silk hat and a dice ma- 
chine. One man bought a valise containing 
a pair of faded bloomers and a match box 
and another walked off happy with a box 
of hand-bills calling attention to a patent 
breath purifier.

Another Strong Advance in Price and 
Sales of 8.3855 Shares Are Made—Ku- 
mor of a Combination of the Three 
Big Cracker Companies—West Chi- 
cago May Issue Stock in Place of 
Usual Debentures—Diamond Match 
Is Fairly Active. 

The entire local stock market yesterday 
hinged on New York Biscuit. There were 
sales of 8,385 shares of Biscuit, while the 
sales of all other stocks traded in aggre- 
gated only 2,231. From an opening at 82% 
regular and 834% account the stock advanced 
to 87 regular and 8S account. Sales were 
made in lots of 5 to 500 shares during the 
day, and interest in other securities was 
lost in the excitement over the stories in cir- 
culation to account for the advance in the 
price of Biscuit. There were new rumors 
yesterday, and one which was given great 
credence on the floor of the Stock Exchange 
was to the effect that the three great crack- 
er companies were to be amalgamated. 
These are the American Biscuit company, 
the United States Biscuit company, and the 
New York Biscuit company. These compa- 
nies practically control the field, and there 
has been an agreement in force for some 


time controlling prices and to a greatextent | 


allotting the territory where the three com- 
panies were to operate. Yesterday's story 
was that these companies would all be gath- 
eréd into one giant corporation which should 
control the entire cracker industry of the 
United States. 

This story may be founded on fact, but if 
so the facts were deeply hidden yesterday. 
J. H. Moore, Vice-President of the New 
York Biscuit company, as well as tne offi- 
cials of the American Biscuit company, de- 
nied there was any foundation for the ru- 
mor. There will be but little to gain from 
such a combination if it were carried into 
effect. The old fight between the three com- 
panies has long. since passed into oblivion 
and harmony now prevails. There is no 
fight either over prices or territory, and the 
field. is to a large extent divided according 
to the capacities of the bakeries included 
in the three corporations. 


Capital of the Three Companies. 


The capitalization of the New York Biscuit 
company is $9,000,000, of the American Bis- 
cuit company $6,000,000, and of the United 
States Biseuit company $5,000,0%). This 
would make a total capitalization, if the 
three companies were combined, of $20,000,- 
000. The New York Biscuit 
authorized to issue $1,000,000 and the Amert- 
can Biscuit company $4,000,600 of additional 
stock, so that under the present cavpitaliza- 
tion authorized a combination might mean 
an issue of $25,000,000, 

The extent of the trading in New York 
Biscuit was a surprise even to’the old 
brokers. There has seldoth been a bigger 
market on any single stock than that yes- 
terday in New York Biscuit. Figured ona 
basis of $85 a share, which is less than the 


| average, yesterday’s sales aggregate $712,- 


725. Diamond Match, which is largely con- 
‘rolled by W. H. and J. H. Moore, who also 
control New York Biscuit, was, next to 
Biscuit, the most active stock on the ex- 
change. Of the 2,251 shares of stock sold 
aside from Biscuit 751 were Diamond Match, 
giving, therefore, a total of 9,136 shares of 
stock in the two Moore companies, as com- 
pared with 1,500, the total of other securities. 

[It was rumored on the street yesterday 
the West Chicago Street railroad had de- 
cided to make a further issue of stock to 
take the place of the debentures now lying 
in the treasury unsold. Thereisa !ittle more 
than $1,000,000 of debentures remaining in 
the treasury of the company, and if the com- 
pany should take the action which rumors 
credit it with, it would mean an additional 
$1,000,000 of stock to be added to the amount 
now outstanding. 


Dehentuares in Little Demand. 

There is authorized by the West Chicago 
Street railroad $4,000,000 of 6 per cent de- 
bentures which were to be issued for the 
purpose of paying for the equipping of horse 
car lines with electricity. Two million of 
these bonds were issued some mofiths ago 
and last September the directors authorized 
a second issue of $2,000,000, but of this last 
amount less than $1,000,000 have been put 
out. The money market was found to be in

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


ANOTHER TRAFFIC RATE ROW IS 
BEING STIRRED UP, 


Iowa Corn and Its Transportation Is 
the Subject of This Quarrel—Roads 
Accused of Cutting Rates and Oth- 
ers Said to Be Diverting Freight 
Into Devious Channels Out of the 
Beaten Path—Earnings Fall Below 
Expectations in Consequence. 

Not content with diverting the bulk of the 
grain traffic from the Missouri River and 
Kansas and Nebraska points to the gulf 
and other Southern ports, roads having 
Southern and Southwestern outlets from 
Iowa points are now taking the corn from 
that territory to St. Louis, to be shipped 
thence to New Orleans, The Iowa-Chicago 
lines have hoped all along their earnings 
would materially improve as soon as the 
heavy corn crop raised in Iowa would com- 
mence to move east. Now, instead of going 
east, the corn in that section {s going south 
and southwest, taking advantage of the 
much lower rates offered to gulf and South- 
ern ports than can be obtained to the Atlan- 
tic seaboard. 

All the Missouri River-Chicago lines ex- 
pected a large increase in earnings for the 
mionth of February, but owing to the diver- 
Sion of the grain business into new chan- 
nels the reports of most of the lines show a 
decided decrease. 

That such a state of affairs is not looked 
upon with equanimity by the roads between 
Chicago and the Missouri River is natural. 
Most of them have indulged in secret rate 
cutting, especially from Des Moines and 
other lowa points, and in consequence much 
crimination and recrimination is gong on 
among the Western Freight Association 
lines. One or two of the weaker lines are 
being accused of having made special con- 
cessions ‘on a lot of corn from Kansas City. 
While some corn has come here by those 
lines, it is claimed to have been part of alot 
which got heated and could not be shipped 
to New Orleans and Galveston, and full 
tariff rates were charged for it. 

On the other hand some of the roads hay- 
ing outlets from Iowa points to St. Louis ure 
charged with taking nearly all the corn from 
Des Moines and surrounding territory to‘St. 
Louis at cut rates, and in consequence the 
Chicago roads which have no outlet from 
lowa points to St. Louis have asked Com- 
missioner Midgley for authority to put in 
effect reduced rates from Iowa points to 
Chicago to enable them to meet the St. Louis 
and Southern compétition. To give this 
matter full consideration a meeting has 
been called of the executive officers of the 
roads in the Western Freight Association, 
to be held at Commissioner Midgley’s office 
in “‘ The Rookery” next Tuesday. 


WILL BE AN IMPORTANT MEETING, 
Many Subjects of Interest to Shippers 
to Be Considered by Central Traflic. 

A number of subjects of more than ordi- 
nary interést will be considered at the next 
meeting of; the Freight committee of the 
Central Traffic Association to be held at the 
association! rooms in Ahis city on Tuesday, 
March 10. Uniform divisions of rates to and 
from points in prorating territory west of 
Chicago is one of these subjects. Western 
roads are much disgruntled over the action 
of the trunk line trust in cutting out some 
of the prorating points at Mississippi River 
points, and unless more consideration is 
shown them Western roads will stop pro- 
rating with Eastern roads entirely and 
charge regular local rates to Chicago. 

The proposition to adopt a higher mini- 
mum carload weight of dressed beef, and also 
of mixed carloads of dressed beef and pro- 
visions, will cause an anima&ted discussion. 
Other important subjects are:

TO ISSUE RECEIVER’S CERTIFICATES 


Morgan May Conduct Reorganization 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Road. 

Baltimore, Md., March 5.—Receiver John 
K. Cowen of the Baltimore and Ohio railway 
returned today from New York, wheré he 
has been in consultation with members of 
the Reorganization committee regarding the 
affairs of the company. It is generally be- 
lieved here that J. P. Morgan & Co. will have 
the reorganization in charge, and that an 
assessment equal to 45 per cent of the par 
value of the stock will be required to put the 
road in shape. 

All the shops have been put on full time 
within the last three days and preparations 
are making to put the roadbed and rolling 
stock in good condition. oo 

As a result of the recent examination of 
the physical condition of the road it is learned 
it has at present equipment for only one- 
half of the business offering. 

It is understood that the receivers will ap- 
ply for authority to issue certificates in or- 
der to provide for a large amount of new 
rolling stock. 


WILL NOT CARRY BICYCLES FREE. 


Extra Baggage Rates Will Be Charged 
by the Roads East from Chicago. 

Bicycles and baby carriages will not be 
carried free by any of the roads running east 
from Chicago. At a meeting of the Central 
Passenger committee held at Commissioner 
Donald’s office it was decided to charge for 
these articles at the same rate as for extra 
baggage with a minimum charge of 25 cents. 
This action, however, is subject to the ap- 
proval of the Board of Managers of the 
Joint Traffic Trust, but it is certain to be ap- 
proved. The Western roads a short time 
ago took similar action regarding the trans- 
portation of bicycles. 


Denver, Colo., March 5.—In the Atlantic 
and Pacific railroad litigation United States 
District Judge Collier has handed down a 
decision of importance. Arguments were 
made by attorneys on the exceptions filed 
by the various parties to the report of Spe- 
cial Master Marrell. The arguments were 
concluded last night and Judge Collier this 
morning announced his decision overruling 
the exceptions and confirming the mas- 
ter’s report tn all particulars. At the same 
time he directed that the solicitors for com- 
plainant of the United States Trust company 
of New York should prepare a decree and 
submit the same to the Commissioner. 


Reorganize Memphis and Charleston. 

New York, March 5.—Adrian Iselin Jr., 
Frederick Cromwell, W. Emler Roosevelt, 
and B. N. Gibbs have been appointed a com- 
mittee to reorganize the Memphis and 
Charleston railroad and request holders of 
securities of the company to deposit the same 
with the Guaranty Trust company of New 
York on or before April 1. The plan pro- 
vides that holders of the common stock may 
purchase the income bonds of the new com- 
pany under the terms of the plan on pay- 
ment of an assessment of $4 per share, pay- 
able in installments.

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SAN FRANCISCO’S MAYOR IS FURIOUS.

Washington, D. C., March 5.—The seizure 
by postal authorities of the mail addressed 
from San Francisco to various United States 
Senators and members of. Congress was the 
result of instructions issued from the Post- 
office Department here. Several Senators 
and members complained to First Assistant 
Postmaster-General Jones some time ago 
that they were receiving communications 
which they regarded as unmallable. The 
matter was referred to Assistant Attorney- 
General Thomas for an opinion. The report 
of Judge-Thomas holds that a number of the 


envelopes were unmailable, and those which 


fell within the decision were immediately 
held up by the department in a dispatch to 
the San Francisco Postmaster. Judge 
Thomas, in his'report, says: *‘ Mail matter 
is non-mailable if libélous- or calculated by 
its manner or style of: display to reflect in- 
juriously on the character or condition of 
the addressee or any other person.”

The list represents the result of the work 
of City Chemist Kennicott and City Bacteri- 
olegist Gehrmann during the month of 
February.
